Cat Team 7 began trapping a 
community of feral felines on 
the base in 2016. Unlike other 
Navy teams, its mission has 
been no secret: corral the crea- 
tures, spay and neuter them, 
and send each off to a forev- 
er home. 

The team partnered with 
the base, animal rescue vol- 
unteers and the Norfolk Soci- 
ety for the Prevention of Cru- 
elty to Animals to rescue about 
60 cats and kittens in its first 
year, Caitlyn McIntosh, team 
coordinator, said. The team 
rescued about 70, including 
20 feral cats and about 50 kit- 
tens and friendly felines, in 
2017, she said.

President Donald Trump’s legal team 
plans to cast former national security ad- 
viser Michael Flynn as a liar seeking to 
protect himself if he accuses the presi- 
dent or his senior aides of any wrongdo- 
ing, according to three people familiar 
with the strategy. 

The approach would mark a sharp break 
from Trump’s previously sympathetic 
comments about Flynn, whom he called 
a “wonderful man” when Flynn left the 
White House in February. Earlier this 
month, the president did not rule out a 
possible pardon for Flynn, who is coop-
